TE T Hereas His Majeſty having by His Royal Letter, of the date at Kexſingtoun, the fourth day of Jaxyary inſtant, Manifeſted 
His tender Care, and great Concern for,the Peace and Security of this Kingdom, and ſatisfying the Minds of His Peopley 
in that He had given Inſtrutions to His Commiſtoner, for Redreſſing their Grievances, and Publiſhing the ſame by His 
Authority And in ſending to this Nation Forces, with Ammunition and Arms, and maintaining the ſacs Forces. But 
SSI alſo being further Reſolved to eaſe this Kingdom of Charge as much as poſſible, Has Declared, That tour Regiments of Foot 
more ſhall be Payed, and Intertained upon His Own proper Charge, from and after the firſt of January current, and has Recommend- 
ed to the Care and Prudence of the Lords of His Privy Council, to fall upon Methods for prayiding Subſiſtence for ſuch Regiments of 
Foot, and what Horſe and Dragoons ſhall be found necefſar to be continued upon the Scotiſh Eftablithment 3 And hath Authoriſed the 
ſaids Lords-to call forthe particular Accompts of what is due by the Soldiers of the ſeveral Regiments, under the Command of Major Ge- 
neral Mckgy, The Earl of Levin, Sir Famer Leſly, Colone] George Ramſay, Colonel Zewder, Colonel Bawridge, and Sir Ti s Livingſtons, 
as well as any other of the Forces, Horſe, Foot, or Dragoons, gone from this Kingdom to Ireland, 1n the ſeveral Shites, and Ordained 
them to Tranſmit the ſameto the Secretary of State. And His Majeſty Having Recommended, to the ſaids Lords, to find out a way for 
Raiſing a competent number of Scots Sea-men for His Service, being Reſolved that Scots Men (if Priſoners ) ſhall be equally Relieved 
with the Ergliſh, and that'Scots Trading Ships ſhall have Proteftion on Board, for preventing their Mens being Prefled - Therefore 'the 
faids Lords of Privy Council, in Their Majeſties Name and Authority, Do herety Require and Command, the on of Aſleſ. 
ment, or Exciſe, or either of them within the reſpeCtive Shires, where any of the Forces above- ſpecified have been Quarkered, upon fight 
hereof, To cauſe make Intimation,by Bearing Drums, and publick Proclamationat the Mercat- Croſles of the whole Burghs-Royal,and of the 
Regalities, Stewartrics, and Bailharies within the ſaids reſpeQive Shires,to all the Lands-Lords,and ſuch others as have {urniſbed the Soldiers 
-with Meat, Drink,and Forradge, That thcy in the Termsof the former Proclamation of Cauncil, may compear before'any two of the faids 

— Dommifianers ofAfleliment.or Exciſc ad” verifie by Writ,or their own; Qaths, what is reſting to them by any of the ſaidsForces,under Com-, 
mand,or gone out of theKingdom,in mantier*”abovementioried;& report the fame to theCouncil,betwixt and the twenty day of February next; 
wichCertification to the faids Lands-lords and others,to whom the faids Forces are adebted,that if the ſaids Accompts be not reported tothe 
. Council, betwixt and the faid day, that thereafter they ſhall be underſtood as ſatisfied ; As alſo, The faids Lords Do, in their Majeftics 
. Name and Authority foreſaid, Require and Command, all the Magiſtrats of the ſeveral Maritine Burg hs Royal, and other Sea-Towns, 
Fo cauſe Beat Drums, and make Intimation upon a Mercat-day, for Levying Sea-men for ſcrving in. His Majeſties Fleet, withio their own 
JuriſdiRion, and the next adjacent Sea-Towns,expreſt in their ſeveral Letters, ſent to them far that «ffe& 3 And they do hereby grant 
Warrant to the ſaids Magiſtrats z to promiſe and pay fourty ſhillings Sterling of Levy or: Advance Money, and fix pence a day to each 
Sea-man that ſhall Liſt themſelyes in their Majeſties Service, until they ſhall be. ſhipped aboard 'the Fleet, at which time they are to en- - 
ter on Engliſh pay; And they hereby give Aſfarance of Allowance and Re-payment for*what they ſhall ſo advance, out of the Exciſe, 
payable by the reſpeQive Burghs, and how far the ſame falls ſhore, out of the Exciſe of the Shires, payable at the Term of Whitſunday next; 
And they do. promiſe to ſuch who ſhall affe&ionatly ſhew their forwardneſs on that occafion, that they ſhall have'particular proteQions 
on Board, each one of their Ships, given them to be free from any Preſſure here, or by any of-His Majeſties.Men of War, or inany of 
His Ports. And they Do, in Name and Authority foreſaid, 'Require the ſaids. Magiſtrats of earitire. Burghs Royal, and other Sea- 
Towns, to give in a Report to the Council what Sea-men they have ſo taken on, in the Terms foreſaid , withan exat Liſt of the whole 
other Sea-men, and Fiſher-men within their bounds, and'other Sea-Towns expreſt in their Letters, betwixt and the days following, viz. 
| All on thisfide of Tay, and this Gde of the Mouth of Clyde, betwixt and thefirſt day of February next, and all to Aberdene incluſi?, and 
| be-weſt che Mouth of Chde, betwixt and the tenth day of the ſaid Moheth; #nd all the reſt of the Kingdom, betwixt and the twentieth: - 
day thereof, that the Council wy Conlider how. far the gumber of Sea-men to be Levied to Their Majeſtics Fleet falls ſhort, that ſo they - 
may take the next effeCtual Courſe, to rompleat a Competent number of Sea-men for Their M1jeſties Service, and have them in readineſs 
before the Fleet ſhall go to Sea, And the faids Lords Declares, That they will take ſpecial care, that juſt and du#®Conſideration be had 
of fuch Towns, whercin the Sea-men ſhall voluntarly Liſt themſclves, when they fall upon the other. Method above.mentioned, for ef- 
tectuating the ſaid Levy.
